S. F. J. Trabue and Ills Assailants. 

The editor of the Ob.erver &, Reporter, in Ida 
paper of 13th instant, has an article indicating 
that lie is much displeased with the position as- 
sumed by Mr. Trabue ir: Ida discussion with Junes 
B. Clay at Lexington on Monday, the 12th instant. 
Itseemstli.it Mr. Trabue’s nativeism, thorough, 
fervent, and honest as it inuA he ack now lodged by 
all to be, fails to elicit front the editor of that 
paper the slightest com rat mlation. 

It may be assumed, and doubtless is true, that 
the views of tlie editor, as expressed in the article 
referred to, are entertained by a class of the Op- 
position party, which, though not very numerous, 
are all powerful in the tactics of party, and claim 
the right to elevate whom they please, and to dis- 
grace politically all who are found in opposition to 
their wishes. 1 hev demand that the aspirations 
ol all persons who desire to fill the offices of the 
country, or whom the people desire shall till them, 
shall be submitted to conventions. 

The reason for this is obvious. It i« in conven- 
tions that these men have, can, and will excrci.-e 
their despotic power, and that too in the name of 
tlie party. 

Conventions are a necessary part of the ma- 
chinery of their operations; without them they 
have but little more power over the political des- 
tiny of an aspirant than the common people. Thc 
Inquisition w as not a more efficient and powerful 
means in the hands of those who are called lead- 
ers of the party. The inquisition gave to tlie 
person predetermined to destruction the forms of 
trial, and his sentence had the authority of leg.d 
sanction. 80 in conventions the overthrow of an 
aspirant who is obnoxious to the leaders is cer- 
tain bevond all contingency, and at the same 
time has tlie apparent merit of party sanction. 

When the Know Nothing party was organized, 
one of its fundamental rules was to exclude from 
their councils those political jugglers, and as fai- 
ns practicable, to ascertain the wishes of the pe >- 
pie in respect to whom they actually desired 
should serve them, and to give to such the nom- 
ination and vote of' tin- party. In the early days 
of the party a strict adherence to this rule ena- 
bled them to be successful every wheo\ and their 
power never depaitctl until they admitted to their 
councils, the great leaders, as they are called, 
who soon introduced their old system of tactics, 
which, I believe, contributed as much as anything 
else to' the disorganization of tlie party. 

These are tlie men who are now calling for 
a convention to nominate a c indidate for Congress 
in this district. They are dissatidied of coarse 
with Mr. Trabue; lie has had the temerity to de- 
c'are himself a candidate without consultati n 
with them. No wonder, therefore, that Trabue 
cun neither do nor say anything which they com- 
mend. His intense Americanism is no recom- 
mendation whatever His opposition to the in- 
flux of foreigners to this tommy and to foreign 
influence in our political affairs, are, they gay, 
mere impracticable vagaries of which 110 good can 
come. 

Jt is further alleged against Mr Trabue, that 
he voted for Jainc-s B Clay for Cong re-- against 
Mr. Hanson, the regular nominee of the party; 
and that lie sustains the President in his Lecomp- 
ton views. 

The question is asked, how can we support such 
a man? Many of the Opposition upon the coin* 
mencement 01 these grave and serious charges 
against Trabue, hold up tin ir hands and with dis- 
tended eyes exclaim, how!! 

For the benefit ot these distressed brethren let 
me say, that your leaders arc playing a game 
w hich cannot win L»-t us examine the fact*. 
Did Trabue vote for James B. Clay? Yes, he 
did. He, as 1 learn, has voted but twice in his 
life for candidates lor national offices. 

He voted for Henry Clay for tin- Presidency, 
and for his son, J ones B. Clay, for Congress. 
These are all. It must be confessed that his n - 
cord is not entirely without blemish; but there are 
some extenuating circum-»aiicts. He was a 
warm admirer ot the great Clay, .nd if, after his j 
death, his admiration of the sire should be to 
some extent transferred to his son, though some- 
what erring in his poli ic.«, it is only a venial and 1 
not a mortal sin. But, nevertheless if Trabue 
must be disc-iided on this account — if allegiance 
to party demands that he must be beheaded for 
voting for James B. Clay, against the regular ! 
nominee of a party to which he did not belong, 
let it be done. It is however proper, before you 
pronounce judgment, to look at the consequences. 
You will have to be consistent ; your own sense 
of justice, nay more, public justice, will demand 
like judgment upon all who have similarly tinned 
How does thc case stand in regard to our candi- 
date for Governor? He voted for Magoffin for 
Lieutenant Governor against the regular nomi- 
nee of the American party. Will you behead 
him too? Why not? D->es the case being alter- 
ed, alter the case 7 Tliis, I presume, is the best . 
reason that can be given for enforcing tlie rule in ; 
the former, ami abandoning it in the latter case. : 

But again: Trabue in his speeches says, that if 
lie had been in Congress he would have sustained 1 
the Lecompt'.n Constitution. This is declared 
to be heterodoxical. Well, admit the f.ict, 
and to what does it lead? Mr. Bell, I un- 
derstand, occupies the same ground. Let them 
both fall together under the iron heel of the Op- . 
position party, or cease your complaints against 
Trabue, or else sho- a substantial difference. 
But it is alleged that Trxbue had no business to , 
disturb that question — that it was a dead ques 
tiv»n — a lifeless issue. If it be dead, what barm 
is ’here in it? I know it is considered irreverent 
to disturb the ashes of the dead, hut at least it is 
a mere measure of taste, and if the issue is dead, 
it is but dust and ashes, and can harm nobody . 
But is it dead? Will the Opposition sav that 1 
they have no hopes of electing a Southern man 
President upon this dead issue? Don’t they bank 
upon this question north of Mason and Dixon’s 
line? and do you suppose that Mr. Bell will be I 
permitted to make the canvass without being I 
culled out upon this question? 

It is proper to sav, before dismissing this soh 1 
ject, that Mr. Trabue condemns the President’s 
idea that the people of Kansas had tlie right to 
alter the constitution with regard to the restric 
tions contained in the instrument itself. This he 
regards as revolutionary, lie also is opposed to ! 
the English bill. 

Mr Trabue is also objected to upon the ground 
that he declares himself to be unwilling to submit 
his claims to a convention of delegates for this 
Congre.-sional District — that he is an independent 
candidate— and that be is, they say. forcing him- 
self upon the Opposition party. There appears j 
to be some force in this objection, and it is hon- j 
e*tly entertained by many. But let it beexamin- ' 
ed and considered dispassionately before be isdis- i 
carded ■ n this account. Isa convention neccs- 
sary ? If not, it ought not to be resorted to. As 
before stated, in consequence of the wire working, 
intriguing, and juggling which are usually met with 1 
in political conventions, they are justly odious to i 
the people- Notwithstanding, it is nece-sarv at 
times, in order to prevent the party from split- 
ting up, to resort to them. It is usually done 
where there are two candidates'll tho track of 
t ie same politic*, ami neither will give wav to 
the other. But where a party has but one cnnd»- j 
date before t he people, a convention is nnnecessa- ' 
ry, unless that candidate is justly obnoxious to the 
party, or is incompetent to fill the office to which 
he aspires. Now, it is admitted that Mr. Tra- 
bue is objected to by a considerable number of l 
the Opposition party in the district, whilst at the 
same time he has a great number of warm friends 
who are determ ned he shall run. They say that he 
has oven cajoled and defeated in convention here- 
tofore. That the people are for him, and the pol- 
iticians generally against him ; and in a contest 
bet ween the people and tlie politicians, the latter 
always prevail in conventions Thai his devo- 
tion to the cause of Americanism entitles him 
justly to thc track ; that lie now has the track 
alone ; aim it would be in bad faith to him and to 
his friends to hold a convention ; not to decide 
between two of the same politics, lint to rule Mr.

About noon yesterday a fire broke out in Chase 
& Lay’s Cotton Pickery, on Greatmen street, be- 
tween Clouet and Montegut streets, and soon 
communicated itself to O’Brien’s Pickery on the 
opposite side of the street. 

The firemen were promptly on the ground, but 
theio was no water in t lie plugs; half-a-dozen 
buildings were on fire at the time, some two or 
three squares off, and those brave men strove in 
vain to contend with the raging element. The 
fire soon extended to the several cotton yards 
back of the main press, and it was no pure ether 
that the firemen breathed, but a burning fluid, 
like the atmosphere of an oven, that penetrated 
the lungs, blinded the sight, and scorched the 
face. The struggle was a brave one and the sight 
awful to behold The burning piles of cot* on in 
the yards had the transparency of red hot iron and 
its heat. From the neighboring buildings issued 
huge columns of black smoke anil re i flames, which

On reachii g the Parana he rendered an account 
of his mission and the circumstances attending it 
to the national government; he also published 
the correspondence that passed, claiming for him- 
self all the glory of the affair. lie expresses him- 
self as follows in his official report to his govern- 
ment : 

“The American Commissioner stated to me that 
his instruction* did not allow him to accept ihe 
mediation which the Plenipotentiaries of Brazil 
and of the Confederacy were about offering. For 
the sake of conciliation, however, and as a tr bute. 
of special consideration for my person , he accept 
ed the sole personal intervention of any kind, free 
and disinterested services, and that with this view 
p elimin ary and confidential conferences would 
be held in order to examine into the means of a 
settlement.” 

As to the basis of the agreement we learn noth- 
ing as yet from the new spapers. The steamer 
Paracuse continues to await the Ypiranga, which 
is looked for from one moment to another, with 
the correspondence from Parana. We shall then 
be more fully informed as to the negotiation and 
the views of Urquiza with respect to Buenos 
Ayres and Brazil.
